The increased revenue 
from tho Opium Farm we have already 
alluded to. His Excelloncy considers tho 
| increaso-oxhibite the growth and thriving 


‘| condition of the Chineso population, ‘tu 


whose labour ond enterpriea the develop. 
ment of the Colony and Native States is so 
largely due.’ It is satisfactory to think 
that we in Hongkong are about to reap 6 
similar advantage, although we are still far 
behind Singapore. in the amount, wo derive 
from this aourea. 

We notice, with some apprehension, that 


"| Governor Smith, in speaking’of what isto 


be done with. his surplus balances, refers 
to clauna which aro boing made by Her 
Majesty's Government in connection with 
the Military Contribution of the Colony, 
and which he ia informed are now being 
dealt with by a Commitice of the Imperial 
Treasury, the War Offica and the Colo- 
nial Office. We trust this is not an indi- 
cation that the Home authorities are asking 
for additional contributions, Singaporo, if 
we romember rightly, mado the sate arran- 
gements two or three yeara ago aa we did 
here—agreed to build forts for which the 
Home authorities were tosupply guns—and 
has corried cubits part of the contract, Wa 
aro at a loss therefore to know what these 
new claims can refer to. The Impe- 
tial Goveramont could surely never have 
the impudence to ask for mora money, When 
it hos 00. ebatnefully failed to Fulfil its part 
of the bargain made with Hongkong and 
Singapore. While on this subject we may 
notice the rather gloomy prospects held 
forth by Governor Smith as to the timo 
when the guns Will be delivered. He 
saya —'The defences of Singapore yet 
romain, [am concerned to have to report, 
in an incomplete atate. The War Depazt- 
ment has, Tlearn, been unable to furnish 
the remaining portion“ of the armament, 
owing to the heavy guns supplied by tho 
manufecturers for the Forts not having 
stood the severe tests now required. Some 
months more will, thetcfare, elapse before 
those guus are received in tho Colony. The 
quick-firmg -guns will be despatched from 
England in November, or perhaps earlier.’ 
Commenting on these romarks, the Singa- 
pore Free Press saya:-—‘ Although His Exeol- 
lency gives, as the resson (for delay), the 
statement with which bé has no doubt beon 
officially furnished by the Secretary of State, 
we cannot think that the statement of this 
Minister ia quite candid, for it is really no 
secret that the refereace is only applicable 
to a portion and not the whole of the sanc- 
tioned armament. There is no manufac- 
turing difficulty whatever concerning the 
greater part of the new armament that is to 
bo laid down here, but it is quite true that 
what the Secretary of State remarked, about 
“the heavy guns nob standing the severe 
tests now required,” does, or did lately, ap- 
ply to a pattern of which we believe wo are 
correct in saying that we are to receive no 
more than two.’ 

Another. point in Governor Smith's ad- 
dresa that is of interest to Hongkong 
is bis confession that, notwithstanding 
the Act passed in tho Straits Settlements 
for the compuluory registration of importa 
and exparts, he is unablo to state with any 
accuracy what ehare tho local trade hae in 
the fofal volume of trade, He is able to 
state that the aggregate value is roughly 
£40,000,000, but in ordor to gain any 
iidea of the local trade. “he has to 
yefer to tha returns from the Protected 
Native States.

‘years, This is o groat testimony of the 


benefit derived from tho aceurity of life and 
proporty which the protection of England 
brings to native atates. ‘Tho Inteat uddition 
tothonumbor of Protected States is Pahang, 
which has hitherto been a most iil-governed 
state. . Tho Governor of the Straits Sottlo- 
ments ie confidont that the change will ba 
the beginning of a new era in the history of 
Pahang—tho most favoured by Natute in 
ite mineral snd agricultural resources of all 
tho States in the Malay Poninsula—and 
‘will prove one of undeniable benofit, to 
the natives of the conntry, and largely tond 
to increase tho prosperity and commorcial 
importance of this Colony.’ Tho Governor 
of the Straits concludes his addrega by 
ding to tho increasing responsibility 
which the extension of the Protacted Native 
Statea has thrown on him. Formerly his 
Government exercised control over 14,000 
square miles, now they havo the aupervision 
of 24,000 square miles, that is of » country 
about ag large as-Scotland.

MR GLADSTONE ON INDIA, 

Bombay, 24th September.—A espacial 
telegram to the Bombay’ Gazette saya the 
London Times reporta at length an intor- 
view which the Nawab Mohsin-ul-Mulk 
had with Mr Gladstone at Hawarden Castle. 
In tho course of conversation Mr Gladstone 
spoke in high terms of the Nisam’s offer of 
‘asaistancd to the British Government fur 
the defence of the frontier and expressed 
friendly and sympathetic sentiments to- 
wards the natives of Indis in general 
and the Mabhomedans in particular. Bo 
said’ that’ all Kinglish politicians recog- 
nized the necessity of a strict adherence 
to the principle that the presence of 
the Hingtish im India was only juati- 
fiable so far as it tended to the good 
of the country, All the recent measures of 
the Government of India, he ‘considered, 
had been directed towards the fulfilment 
of that policy, Mr Gladstone declined to, 
discuss the question of a possible repeti- 
tion of the policy of the Crimean war as 
tending to retain tho sympathy of the Tn- 
dian Mussulmans and es ussisting ‘to retard 
the Russian advance, though he had no 
hesitation in saying that personally: he 
entertained very friendly feelings towards 
Turkey, The bombardment of Alexandria 
he always considered would pave the way to 
the entrance of Tarkish infinence ih Egypt 
and hed told tho ‘Turkish Ambassador this 
the night before the firing began. The Sul- 
tan, however, would not sccept this view, 
No donbt the British troops would evacuate 
Egypt.as soon as. possible. Reverting to 
Tndian queationa, Mfr Gladstone cited os 
a proof of his friendly feelings towards 
India the appointment of Lord Ripon -to 
the Viceroyalty. During his tarm of office 
Jord Ripon had done great things. He wax 
convinced Lord Dpfferin desired to move in 
the samo direction but had not enjoyed the 
sams opportunities. 

_ Bombay, 14th September.—Mr[Gladstone 
farther eaid ho considered the offers made 
by the Nizam and Sir Asman Jah most 
praiseworthy, and he rogarded them as 
amongst the most remarkable incidents that 
had ever como under his cognizance. The 
Temembrance of these. genuine tokens of 
allegiance would never die out. The ques- 
tion of the National .Cungress. was. mooted 
in the conversation, but Mr Gladstone said 
that upon this he only bad imperfect 
information. The Nawab thereupon ex- 
plained that the Mussulmans hod not joined 
in the movement, preferring to allow Gov- 
ernment to proceed with reforms without 
interference, so as to preserve the country 
from the danger of political agitation, The 
masses of the Indian population were cn- 
educated and unable to comprehend admi- 
nistrative questions, and they would regard 
public animadversion on the Government 
as an evidence of inefiicieney and weak- 
yess. Mr Gladstone guarded himself 
against a definite expression of opiuion 
on this poiat, but said that tho legitimate 
and reasonable efforts of the people to re- 
present their requirements and to improve 
‘their condition commanded the warmest 
aympathy, He acknowledged he hod no- 
ticéd-with much satisfaction the intellect- 
ual progress which the Indian Musanimans 
had made, and of whic. the presence of a 
large ond increasing oumber of Mussul- 
maua at the universitics was proof. 

The Times, in a leading article on the 
interviow, saya Mir Gladstone's remarks 
threw a rosy tint over everything that he 
dealt with, but that-he dexterouly turned 
all the . vital questions, ‘The Indian 
Nawab, the Times thinks, would ca 
away pleasant  mpressions of 
Gladstone’s personality anda high opinion 
of his prudence in refusing. to commit 
himself, and in dexterously, stecring amid 
difficult and dangerous topics.

courage them will be made to pay dearly 
for it.

Tho three 
men were brought to the Central Station 
this morning, and the contents of their 
bundles were there identified as part of the 
property stolen from the house in Little 
Hongkong, The grave charga of murder 
and barglary waa then preferred asainat 
tho men at tho instance of Inspector 
Mathieson, and the prisoners were brought 
before Mr Wodehouse, The evidence of 
ong witness only was beard and the case 
was remanded tiJl Thuraday next. The 
vitness examined is one of the two women 
who wero in the house when the murder 
and burglary were perpetrated. We give 
her atatemont below, 

Chon Ayan, widow, said—I reside in Lit- 
tle Hongkong. On the night of the luth 
inst, abuat cloven o'clock, I waa slooping 
on the ground flour of my house and was 
awikened by my- daughter-in-law telling 
moto get up. There were about twenty 
raon in my house. I saw thentcume down 
from thereof, Thoy searched the honse 
and plundered it. I saw them break open 
boxes acd teke out the contents and put 
them in a mat bag. The boxes were in a 
cockloft and contsined things belonging to 
my deughter-inlaw, They asked me and 
my dauyhtor-in-law whether we had any 
money on our persona,” Wo said No, and 
they then hegan to search us. They took 
away my silver bangles. Iohed no money 
onmy person. From my daughter-in-law 


vumber of rezalar troops, are garrisoned. 
At was with the aid of these that Ishak 
ventured to raise a rebellion, and bis first 
operations were weatwutds to Andkhoi and 
Maimana, the deaign being to infect tha 
Herat garrison and thus to break dawn the 
Amir’s authority all over North-Weatern 
Afghanistan. This plan failed most signally, 
and st the present momont Sahak’s aup- 
porters have been driven not only from 
Maimanaand Andkhoi but from Davlatabad 
also, @ few wiles to the north of Balkh. The 
Pretender bas had, accordingly, to confine 
his-oporationa entirely tu the eastern part of 
Afghan-Tarkistan, and hascems to have con- 
ceived the bold idea of throatening Kxbul. 
At any rate, his retainers giined pozseszion 
of the Kamard fort, 40 miles to the tlorth 
of the Bamian Pass, while he gathered to- 
gother bis ‘ army’ first of all at Tashkurgan 
and afterwards in the neighbourhood of 
Khanabad, “Those two pines are due enat 
of Mazir-i-Sharif on the Balkh-Badakshan 
road. The Amir, seeing the danger of act 
ing merely on the defonsive, at once moved 
two columns towards Turkiatan. The first 
crossed the Hindu .Kush north of Kabul 
and reached Khinjan on the road to Khana- 
bad; the ‘second, from Ghazni, passed 
through the Bamian Peas and matched 
upon Kamard, which is on the great cora- 
van route to Tashkurgan and Balkh, These 
two columns are thoi acting on parallel 
lines, but their coumanders have been or- 
Gored to join hands near Haibak, and to 
move. upon Khanabsd or Tsshkurgan—at 
Whatever place in fact Tshak’s majn body of 
troops may be gathered. There was sumo 
skirmishiug near Khinjan, in which the 
-Amir's troops drovo back soma hostile 
cavalry, but’ this sas not of wuch conse. 
quence. As the Bumian column advanced, 
‘however, it found the Kamard fort vcenpt- 
ed in force and the road northwards barred. 
Hore a distinct success was scored by 
Gholam Hyder, whoso name will be re- 
membered in connection with the auppres- 
sion of the (Fhilzai rebellion. The fort was 
captured, 700 of ita garrison, - including 
Ishak’s father-in-law and several officers, 
being taken prisoners. 

This affair at Kamard should enable 
Glolam Hyder to adyauee with safely ypon 
Mfaibak, at which point the Xhiojan column 
will join him. Ishak himself js said te be to 
Khanabad,. but itis reported from Kabul 
that he is unable to more southwards. So 
far the Amir’s troops have done: their work 
rapidly and well, and the rebellion ma 
naw be said to be localised in the smal! 
patch of country hetween Badakehan und 
Balkh. - Thero are no ajgns of disaffeetion 
at Herat; the Kabul Provinoo itself’ is un. 
disturbed ; while Ishik's emissaries einung 
the Hy beris have failed to excite the least 
sympathy with his cause, ‘The Amir has, 
in. fut, again shown that his authority is 
too firmly established to be easily shaken, 
and the loyalty of bis troops hag onee more 
boen clearly proved, Ho ie natyrally an- 
xious to crush the reballion completely be- 
fore Me Durand's Mission abarts fraud 
Peshawur, and this we thick he will be able 
to do, for he has acted with marked energy 
during tho past three weeks and Ishak’s 
chances of guecess seem now very small in- 
doed. The rebellions Goveraur will pro- 
bably cross the Oxus inte Bokhara territory 
very shortly ; he can reach the river in tw 
days’ ride fom Khanabed, and once in

T identify several of the articles in court as 
mine, would not know any af the men 
again if -aawthem, T have never seen any 
of the prisonera beforo ne for as X know, 
My foki’s name was Chun Atuk, He was 
a yeneral servant in the house. He was 
86 years uf age aud had been in my employ 
over thirty years. Ha was not a married 
inan, He never moved after he was stot. 

The prisvnors all denied the charge. 
They put no questions to tho witness, bat 
each volunteered a statement that ho had 
got the property, found in his possession, 
‘ia thé country,’ one specifying Kowloon 
gity. The second prisoner said he wag a 
tailor and lived in Bridges Street, while the 
third gaye no addregs..

Simla, September 2h, —Geacpal Graham's 
official report to head-quarters is ag follows: 
—AtG p.m. 24th September, the enomy is 
eomplotely dufeatud, We have'takon their 
eamp and ara now on the Jelap Paws where 
wo bivouas ; our Joss jd Colonel Bromliead, 
and one Goorkha severely wounded, eight 
of the Piouvera alvo wounded. The enemy 
auffered heavily. Probably 400 were killed 
besides the wounded. 

A subsequent telegram from General 
Graham states that ha lad commenced to 
advance ‘on Rinchagong in the Obumbi 
Valley. It appears that Colonel Bromhead 
has lost his right hand. : 

The Englishman's correspindent, in a} 
menaige dated Jelap, September 25, statea 
that the passes were taken with little resist- 
ance; the enemy were purpdtinte tho Je- 
Jap and Pemberingo; me out 300 killed 
and a large number wotthded. ‘The ene- 
my’s position here was taken at four 
o'clock after a long day's mareh, commenc- 
ing at about five in the motning, the troups 
birouaced in the enemy's canp. which was 
loft standing, near the summit. of the Jolap 
pass. This morning we advauced_on to 
Rinebagung, the morning broaking fine and 
promixing a good day. Yosterday it was 
rainy and wisty and cons-quently favuur- 
ed the Tibetans’ retreat. Six thousnad Ti. 
botans are suid tu have altackud yestorday, 
they held their hasty entrenchments on 
tho Tukola till we were close among them, 
‘ho defont was must complete, the enemy 
leaving their camp standing but carrying 
off their yaks and guna.

Ho was visited 
by great numbers, to whom he foretold fu- 
furs events, knowing intuitively the suc- 
names of visitors, On the day designated 
crowds astombled to witness hia tranafor- 
rntion, with whom he conversed until the 
hour fixed for hia departure; then, sitting 
with his faco to the South, he applied two 
incense sticks to his nostrils, and soon 
flames isened from his hose, which 
extended to face, head and body, 
consuming all but his bones; these were 
collected together with penrl-like relics 
which issued from him, and interred in a 
dagoba. 

Wo have seen that the pricst who was 
lately thwarted in an altempt to immolate 
himsclf in this city, was led to contemplite 
self-destruction by firo in conequonce of the 
example which had beon turnished by two 
monks in a contiguous district. With o 
viow to obtaining information Tespecting 
that transnetion, E paid # visit to the scans 
of the ghastly tragedy,—albeit there, re- 
garded as sensationally melodramatic. I 
had imagined that the journoy, which waa a 
day’sdistance from Wenchan, would land ma 
in e secluded wild mountain region, where 
alone, I considere), self-immolation by tire 
ag likely to ‘take place, but I discovercd 
that the rite had been porformed in one of 
tha most charming valleys of this romark- 
ably pictnresque portion of densely penpled 
Chinkiang—a land «of exuberant fortility, 
avery yard of which is unceasingly cultivat- 
od; in a Shinan district neted for the 
affluence and culture of its inhabitants, 
whose seholars, howover, enjoy a bad pre- 
eminenco for hostility to foreigners, parti- 
eularly to such as are of the missionary 
eo mplexion.
